Full of Hope. 

The Nawab of Bhopal who left 
for India this afternoon, said that 
he was full of hopes for the 
future. He expressed gratifica- 
tion on behalf of his brother 
Princes that the proposals for a 
Federation had commanded such 
& remarkable degree of assent and 
believed that the rapid progress 
of the federal idea would be 
selected by future historians as 
among its most remarkable, char- 
acteristics. As to the constitu- 
tional position of the subjects of 
the, Indian States, which was sole- 
lv the domestic concern of each 
sovereign, the State and Chamber 
of the Princes had already taken 
it un, In his own state, the 
‘fundamental rights of subjects 

“had already been proclaimed, 
auch as Habeas Corpus, Religious 
Freedom, Liberty of Person, and 
security of property and indepen- 
dence of the judiciary, and his 
State wis no exception. It was of 
the utmost importance that the 
question of paramountcy should 

he settled in consultation with the 
Viceroy without delay and in a 
manner satisfactory to the States. 

' He appealed for unity and for a 

settlement of the communal dif. 
ference still remaining. , 
Need of Settlement. 

On behalf of the Moslem Dele- 
gation ,a statement was read de- 
claring ‘that, in the absence of 
Hindu-Moslem settlement, no ad- 
vance is practicable whether in 
the provinces or the Central Gov- 
ernment without adequate safe- 
guards for Moslems, and that 
without them no constitution 
would he accentable to Moslems. 

Colonel Haksar expressed the 
view that the outline of the con- 
stitution they had sketched satis- 
fied all essential criteria. The 
safeguards provided had. been 
proposed and accepted in the pro- 
found and honest belief held by 
both sides that they were in 
‘India’s interests, and it was un- 


derstood that they would dis-|ty

QUOTA FOR THE TIN 
TRADE. 


Reducing Stocks to 
Normalcy. 


WORLD AGREEMENT. 


London, Dec. 26. 

Plany for an international quota 
agreement for tin, embracing 90 
per cent. of the world's output, 
have been set forth in a circular 
letter to the members of the Tin 
Producers Association from Sir 
William Peat, the Chairman of tho 
Executive Committee of the Asso- 
ciation. 

This agreement, which is now 
being’ finally considered by the 
Governments concerned and is sub- 
ject to their assent, provides, firstly, 
that international quotas shall be 
retrodpective from January 1, 1931, 
so that any tin, or tin ore, exported 
after December 31 will be brought 
within the allotted quotas for the 
first quarter of 1931, 

Secondly, itis stipulated that the 
agreement shall continue in force 
for two years. Thirdly, the quotas 
—but not the radio of quotas—will 
be varied periodically as conditions 
require, the purpose of the agree- 
ment being the correlation of sup- 
ply and demand and the reduction 
of the present accumulated stocks 
to normal proportions. 

Fourthly, the “ratios” sre based 
upon the agreed production in 1929. 
For example, the Malayan ratio 


| will represent the proportion of the 


world’s production exported by 
Malaya in ‘1929, namely 87.14 per 
cent. 

Similarly, ‘the ratios of Bolivia, 
the Dutch East Indies, and Nigeria 
will aggregate 49.6 per cent.: 

The “quotas,” which: represent 
the maximum tonnages expurtable 
from January 1, 1931, are deter- 
mined in each case by applying the 
“ratios” to the aggregate amount of 
tin to which, under the agreement, 
it may -be decided’ to mit the 
exports, 

Fifthly, the. agreement provides 
that an advisory committee, re- 
presenting the producers, and Gov- 
ernments concerned, shall be ap- 
pointed to assist in connection with 
matters arising from the preceding 
clause. .

Tho Financial Times understands 
that the Governments of the Dutch 
Enst Indies, Bolivia and Nigeria 
have already signified their assent

REACHED? 


Expert Propound a New 
Theory. 


"WHAT MR. O'DELL SAW, 


Was the summit of Everest ever 
reached? 

This question has once ‘more 
been raised in view of the plans 
now on foot for the climbing of 
Mount Kamet, in the Himalayas. 
A party, led by Mr. Frank Smythe, 
who accompanied the Khanchin- 
janga expedition last year, will 
leave London early this year for 
thia purpose; and it claimed that, 
if the. climbers are successful, 
Mount Kamct. which is 22,481 feat 
high, will be the highest peak 
ever scaled. 

Dr. Raymond Greene, a former 
President of the Oxford Moun- 
taineering Club, who is to ‘act as 
tnedical, officer to the expedition, 
discussed with me a theory which, 
ff accepted, would dispose of the 
claim that Irvine and Mallory 
renched the summit of Everest be- 
fore meeting their, deaths. 


O’Dell’s Narrative. 


“The question whether Everest 
vias conquered,” he told a special 
representative of the London 
Morning Post,-depends on ‘infor- 
mation supplied by O'Dell, who 
wag in support, when Mallory and 
Irvine made the final attempt. 
He reports that he saw them at 
12.50 p.m, 800 feet below the sum- 
mit. 

“He saw them for a few seconds 
moving very fast across a snow 
slope.. According to plan, they 
should have been passing this 
place at least four hours earlier. 
and the cause of their delay _is 
unknown, Those who believe 
that the summit was reached argue 
that the technical difficulties of 
‘the ascent had by this ‘time been 
surmounted, ~and that therefore 
the possibility of a fall before 
reaching the summit does ' not 
arise. 

“On the other hand, it {fs argu- 
ed that a mountaineer of Mallory’s 
experience, finding himself four 
hours behind schedule, and know- 
fng that to be benighted meant 
certain death, would not have 
yassed on to the summit, but 
would have turned back, 7 

“A suggestion, however, has 
been made by an expert author- 
‘ty that O'Dell was mistaken, and 
that he“hever saw the climbers. 
If they were already four hours 
late, it seenis improbable that they 
could have been moving fast. 
Moreover, if we attempt to 
visualise the appearance . of two 
climbers at four miles distance, it 
must he obvious that they could 
not appear to be moving fast.” 


The New Theory. 

'Dr. Greene then outlined the 
theory which brings new light 
to bear on the controversy. “Ob- 
viously, something must have been 
seen to move on the mountain- 
side, and the suggestion has been 
put forward that O’Dell saw not 
climbers, but two birds, Hima- 
layan choughs, not on the final 
step in the ascent, but flying in 
mid-air, and outlined against the 
Their nearness to 
O'Dell would account for their ap- 
pearance of speed.” 

Tt fs agreed, however, that this 
theory works both ways, 
the habit. of these birds.” Dr. 
‘Greene sald, “to follow human be- 
ings, and they had, indeed, been 
seen in the camp below. It is 
conceivable, therefore, that these 
two birds were following Mallory 
and Irvine and that the climbers 


{were not four hours late, but had 


really reached the summit.

“ ALL IS NOT WELL,” 


We of the Imperial Conference 
have not, I think, wasted our time. 
We have exchanged views; we 
have increased our knowledge of, 
the- problems confronting the other 
partners in the Empire, and al- 
though complete agreement on all 
points has, of course, been impos- 
sible, we have achieved a distinct 
measure of success on many mat- 
ters of mutual concern, writes the 
Hon. H. H. Stevens, Canadian 
Minister of Trade and Commerce. 

So far as Canada is concerned, 
the two most vital concerns from 


‘the British point of view can only 


be thought ‘of in terms of years. 
I refer to industrial expansion and 
settlement neither of which lends 
itself to snap resolution or quack 
exploitation, 

Of migration I am not entitled 
to speak. It fs in capable hands 
both here ahd overseas, and I am 
convinced that as wise policies are 
developed we shall see the con- 
tinued realisation of the ideal of 
a Canada supporting profitably an 
increasing population of British 
stock. / 

Work must await the settler, and 
to provide that work trade must be 
developed and latent resources 
commercialised. There is, thore-, 
fore, more in this plea for increas- 
ed trade within the Empire than 
meets the eye. 

If Great Britain is desirous of 
enabling her pioneers to go out to 
the Dominions it is not enough to 
criticise migration machinery and 
personnel, or to ship people at 
random from her shores. She 
must look to her trade and to her 
markets overseas. ’ 


- Lost Opportunities. 


United States investments in 
Canada exceed those of Great 
Britain in the proportion of nearly 
two to one, while in the last fiscal 
year the value of the imports into 
the Dominion from the south was 


more than three times that from. 


the Old Country. I would like my 
fellow Britons to ponder that in all 
its implications, and I trust no one 
will accuse me of bolstering up the 
bogey of secession if I point out 
that ‘there are 1,500 American 
branch factories in Canada com- 
pared with a comparative handful 
of British. 

By the vigour of their enterprise 
Canadians now export to the world 
at large goods to the value of 
£278,000,000 every year, and for 
their needs they import commodi- 
ties amounting to a sum only 
slightly leas. 

But what part does the Empire 
in general and the Old Country in 
particular play in these develop- 
ments? 

Last year the Dominion export- 
ed to Great Britain goods to the 
value of £65,000,000, and. bought in 
return a tota) of something like 
£40,000,000, but the respective 
figures for the United States were 
£100,000,000 and  £180,000,000. 
These statistics point to the fact 
that Great. Britain has lost time, 
and has been allowing opportuni- 
ties to run through her fingers like 
sand. ‘ 

Not Too Late. 


However, it Is not too late to 
make amends, Canada {a still grow- 
ing. Cities are springing up in 
the prairies and the mining areas. 
But I confess to a feeling of un- 
easiness when I search for 
evidence of a determination on the 
part of Imperialists to make up 
for lost time. 

The Empire js not dead but 
drowsy—but then drowsiness can 
be very heavy if one is soothed by 
the complacent thought that all, is 
well, and that we shall muddle 
through in the future as we have 
muddled through in ‘the past. 

All is not well. Quite apart from 
flacal considerations here are cnor- 
mous flelda of enterprise which we 
in the Empire have not yet taken 
the trouble to exploit. i

Everyone who has

_ STEAM OR OIL. 


THE TWO MOTOR POWERS 
BECOMING STABILISED. 


In a contemporary, Engineer 
Rear-Admiral W. Scott Hill, of Sir 
J. H. Biles and Co, makes some 
statements which call for comment, 
says the Motor Ship, He says that 
on June 80 an extract from Lloyd's 
Register showed 47.6 per ‘cent. 
motor ‘ship horse-power under con- 
struction and on September 80 this 
had fallen to 48 per cent. Ho pre- 
sumably refers only to the’ United 
Kingdom, although this {a not made 
clear.. The figures for the world 
are 58.6 per cont. and 52.5 per cent, 
respectively, including Russia. The 
reduction in the world-percentaga. is 
mainly due to the commencement in 
Italy during the quarter of two 
ships with turbine machinery of 
208,000 h.p., and 'the conatruction 
of two such vessels would ‘hardly 
justify any general conclusion re- 
garding the future of shipping. 
Moreover, it is well known that 
Lioyd’s figures for the power of 
machinery are incomplete, since 
they are supplied by the builders 
and are not prepared by Lloyd's 
surveyors themselves, as are the de- 
tails relating to tonnage of ships 
under construction. For instance, 
in the last returns: there were 
stated to be 88 oil engines building 
in Great Britain and 98 motor 
ships. Figures of ‘tonnage are 
obviously the only safe source of 
comparisons, 

We are, however, inclined to 
agree with Engineer Rear-Admiral 
Scott Hill when he says “there {8 
some evidence that the proportion 
of shipping uaing the two motive 
power (steam and oil engines res- 
yectively) Is at present tending to 
become: stabiliged.” 

At present 63. per cent. of tho 
world tonnage being built is to be 
equipped with oll engines and 87 
per cent. with steam machinery.

Trish Physique. 

A leading London physiologist 
assures me that the quest of the 
British heavyweight “hope” could 
also be turned with advantage to 
some of the scantily-populated parts 
of Ireland. Here, he says, are to 
be found the finest. physical specf- 
mens of young manhood in the 
world whose dict, he incidentally 
mentions, is of the plainest descrip- 
tion, such aa conrse bread, potatoes, 
herring and an occasional rasher of 
bacon, 

Looking back, and not too far 
back, I find that the world’s great- 
est heavyweight boxers were 
American-Irishmen. I need only 
name John L, Sullivan, the “Boston 
slogger” 3 he was ‘called, and 
James J. Corbett, who took the 
championship of the world fram 
Sullivan. I have also a suspicion 
that Dempsey’s conqueror, Gene 
Tunney, boasts Irish blood in his 
velns——as ‘well he might, with a 
name like Tunney. oy 4 
‘Greatest Heavyweight. 

Frank Moran, the Pittsburg den- 
tist, who fought several times in 
London recently, was so Irish that 
he seemed almost to have inherited 
the accent of his race, though he 


had never lived among them. 

And perhaps greater than these 
Irish ‘heavyweights, perhaps the 
greatest the world ever knew, 
Robert Fitzsimmons, was a Cornish 
man born ‘and bred. The classic 
fight of modern times is that be- 
tween Corbett and Fitzsimmons at 
Carson City, when the indomitable 
‘Cornishman wrested the champion- 
ship of the world from the greatest 
boxer that ever wore the gloves, , 

Dream Fight. 

“What, you ask, would Fitzsim- 
mons ‘have done in the ring against 
Carnera? The question is un- 
answerable, but I would hazard the 
supposition that he would . have 
given’ Carnera more trouble than 
any man the Italian has ever met. 
Fitzsimmons held the two-fold title 
of middleweight and heavyweight. 
I met him often in London and on 
my dqsk lies a horseshoe which the 
one-time blacksmith specially farg- 
ed for me at a smithy near Russell 
Square. 

, ‘Supreme Courage. 

T shall always think of, Fitzsim-, 
mons ag a man of supreme courage 
and as the British boxer of the 
Past whose spirit it would be well 
for present-day boxers-to emulate. 
Fitzsimmons was a real fighter. 
‘Carnera would have struck no ter- 
ror into this Non-hearted man. 
Not long before his death Fitz sont 
me a Christmas card showing. him 
swimming. in the sea near Los 
Angeles with his pet two-year-old

LECTURE TOURS. 


DR. FENNELLY’S VIEWS ON 
PSYCHOLOGY. 


INDIVIDUAL CURES. ° 


Dr. P. Fennelly, LU.D., in. the 
Ciy Hall last night, gave the fifth 
lecture on practical psychology, 
when he spoke on “Psychology of 
Health—Why some are Ill and 
others Well.” 

Dr. Fennelly pointed out that he 
was casting no reflection on the 
medical profession, which he dea- 


cribed as an upright and necessary | 


profession. Medicine had ceased 
to mean what it had meant in 
former years. No medicine cured: 
the cure had to be done by the in- 
dividual. 

The speaker spoke on the many 
astonishing events of the past, 
when almost incurable diseases 
were healed. He spoke of the many 
people who have been” possessed 
with the umazing capacity of heal- 
ing invalided persons, and asked if 
we were going to say that the 
health of the nation was better to- 
day than. it was 60 years ago, or 
that it was stronger than it was 
half a century ayo. It was time to 
enquire into the situation and say 
whether medicine had justified it- 
self and added to the strength of 
humanity. \ 
No Heart Disease. 


Referring to certain diseases and . 


afflictions, he claimed that there 
was no such thing as heart disease. 
He denounced the theory that the 
heart had to conform to a certain 
standard, and pointed out that our 
hearts functioned in conformity 
with our other organs. A man never 
suffered from heart disease until 
some physician told him that he 
did. Drugs and medicine had now 
heen relegated to the days of the 
past. 

Dr, Fenneily attributed’ the mala- 
dies of the present day to the 
desire of the patient to dominate 
the household or his frlends, and 
he gave examples of people thus af- 
flicted being cured by being reveal- 
ed to themselves.

Howard, cashier of the bank, pro- 
duced samples of genuine deposit 
receipts for comparison.

COMPRADORE WINS. 


JUDGMENT IN SALARY. 
ACTION. 


Mr. Justice Jacks, in the Sum- 
mary Court yesterday, gave judg- 
ment in favour of plaintiff, with 
coats, in a claim by Lee Ming, a 
Chinese compradore, against his 
former employers, R. Johnson and 
Co., for $800, two months’ salary.

US. IN A DILEMMA. 


NATIONAL OBLIGATIONS AND 
ISOLATION, 


“RELATIONS WITH SOVIET. 


Washington, — The year’ 1930 
witnessed an increasing struggle 
on the part of the United States 
to adjust ity policies bet:veen tha 
growing demands of international 
obligations and the traditional 
policy of isolation. 

While domestic issues‘ 
tongressional elections, 
lief and prohibition dominated 
the attention of the nation, yet 
the forces of business, disarma- 
ment and security, thrust them- 
selves upon the Administration 
with Incessant demands for atten- 
tion, Among these the demands 
of the great European powers 
some of whose national existence 
might almost be said to be at 
stake in such issues as naval 
vivalry, war debts and tariff, 
trought delicate and pressing 
issues to Washington, 

The year witnessed two conclu- 
sive steps as regards Europeah 
powers, One of these was settle- 
ment of the German debt, last of 
the wartime obligations to be ad- 
justed. The other was signing of 
the London Naval Treaty which 
solved for the moment at least, an 
Acute problem of naval rivalry 
between the two great English- 
speaking powers which threatened; 
according to many observers, to 
draw them into war... - 

Fresh Problems. 


But the war debt question had 
scarcely been eettled in June 
when rumblings of a German 
moratorium or debt postponement 
began to be heard. Similarly, the 
London Treaty had not even’ been 
ratified before the old inability of 
Italy and France to adjust their 
difference was thrust {nto the 
foreground and brought a special 
mission on the part of Ambagsa- 
dor Hugh Gibson -to settle this 
lasue, as well as the demands upon 
United States for compromises at

farm re- 


the Geneva Preparatory Disarma- 
ment meeting. 

Toward most of these proposals 
the United States tock a negative 
position, The official attitude to- 
ward the United States of Europe 
was virtually to ignore it al- 
though not to oppasa it. The gov- 
ernment ‘continued to co-operate 
with the League of Nationa Secre- 
tariat, but abstained from any 
Mroves appearing to approve the 
League itself, 

On the World Court there was 
no opportunity to determine the 
position .of the US, because 
domestic politics overshadowed 
President Hoover’s announcement 
that he proposed adherence and 
prevented him seeking that step 
through congressional approval. 

The U.S. tariff passed in June 
also thrust scores of, new Iinter- 
national issues upon the govern- 


ment 2s protests arrived from 38 


nations and as some of them rais- 
ed their rates in retaliation. 
g ‘Russian Dumping. 

Soviet Russia also became a 
prominent issue In the United 
States in 1980 as a result of the 
industrial depression. . Charges 
were made that it was dumping 
goods here to the detriment of 
national industrics 
trade agents were conspiring 
against the Government. These 
charges resulted’ in Government 
investigationa and temporary em- 
bargoes, but had reached no con- 
clusive results’ at the year-end. 
There was increased talk of re- 
cognition, but at the same time 
great clamour for complete em- 
bargo against Russian agents as 
well as goods arose. 

The question remains open, and 
like most of the other European 
Igsues, seems likely to take an 
even larger place in American 
matters during the forthcoming 
vear than it has in the past. 
Great interest alao centres In the 
plans of the Democratic party to 
win the presidential, elections in 
1982 and the possibility that the 
nation’s foreign polleies - may be 
Mberalised somewhat in that 
event.—United Press, 


FASCIST SPIES REVEALED. 


Paris, Dec. 11. 

A far-flung Italian espionage or- 
ganisation has been unéarthed in 
Southern Fiance, according to a 
Marseilles report to the newspaper 
Quotidien, asserting that the dis- 
covery followed the arreat of the 
leader of the local Fasejst group, 
Signor Hyeres Victor Dao, in con- 
nection with the recent clash be- 
tween Faacists and anti-Fasclsts. . 

It is alleged that when the police 
officers searched Dao at the station 
they found military documents, 
whereupon they ralded his house. 
There ‘they found a bulky cor- 
respondence showing Dao to have 
been the leader of a ring of spies 
whose ramifications, are at present 
being explored, while Dao has been 
transferred to Toulon jail.

WHAT INDIA THINKS 
OF BRITAIN. | 


(Continued from Page 1.) 
London, Yesterday, 

A meeting of the full commit. 
tee of the Round Table Confer- 
ence, described by Mr. Ramsay 
MaeDonald as a sort of second 
rending of the work of the Con- 
ference, was held to-day, when 
the Maharajah of Bhopal ‘rejoic- 
sals 
which the Simon Report and the 
Government of India’s despatch 
regarded as being dim and dis- 
tani, had been translated into a 
practical issue, He appealed to 
Indians to drown communal dif- 
ferences in the deep sea, and paid 
a tribute to Great. Britain’s 


fundamental desire to mete out 


equity and justice. 

He declared that India was 
awaiting .with bated breath to 
hear Mr. MacDonald speak the 
words which would link India and 
Britain eternally by ties of affec- 
tion and goodwill.” I am sure 
you won't disappoint her.” . 

Mr. Fazlulhuq read a statement 
on behalf of the Aga Khan, who 
is sick, in which he declared that 
no advance is practicable either 
in the Provinces or by a Central 
Government without adequate 
safeguards for Muslims. On the 
contrary, the non-Brahmin 
spokesmen, welcoming the report, 
pledging the support of their 
people to put it into operation, 
and expressed the confidence that 
the Hindu-Moslem differences 


‘|would be settled when they re- 


turned to India. 

Mr, Chintamani (Liberal) and 
Mr. Joshi (Labour) supported the 
report, though the former was 
not enthusiastic over the reserva- 
tions in connection with finance, 
currency, and exchange, 

Europeans’ Rights. 

Sir Hubert Carr, on behalf of 
non-official Europeans, very cor- 
diatly welcomed the report, sub- 
iect to the admission that in 
future full safeguards would ‘be 
provided for Europeans’ civil and 
criminal rights, educational pri- 


vileges, snd industrial and com- 
mercial position. 

Sir Tej Sapru declared that the 
basic principles of the report 
were very sound’ and the Mahra- 
jaha of Bikaner very warmly 
supported the scheme of federa- 
tion, and did not doubt that. a 
great majority of the States would 
willingly join therein as co-equal 
partners subject to the’ satisfac- 
tory settlement of the remaining 
iletails and safeguards necessary 
for the existence ‘and protection 
of rights and sovereignty and in- 
ternal autonomy in the States, 

Mr, Jayakar supported the gen- 
eral principles of the report, but 
expressed the opinion that the 
financial safeguards were exces- 
sic. He agrecd to the reserva- 
tion of defence’ and external 
affairs, but suggested that fur- 
ther inquiry be made to see if 
uny parts thereof were transfer. 
ible immediately. 

Sir Tej Sapru agreed with this 

viewpoint, and Mr, Chintamani 
suid that.the term should be put 
to a period of transition —Reuter.

In view of 
of ‘difference that remains on the 
minorities. question, as the result 
of yesterday's developments, hopes 
are entertained in Indian Round 
Table Conference circles that the 
offorts to effect a settlement of 
this stubborn problem will not be 
ebandoned, and that they may be 
brought to successful issue hefore 
the delegates disperse. 

Broadly stated, the problem is 
to’ devise a scheme which will 
give the Moslems a sense of secur- 
ity without resorting to devices 
which it is recognised would, 
stunt the development of Indian 
national feeling. A new offer 
made last night by Sir Muhammad 
Shafi, and upon the basis of which 
© virtual agreement was reached 
hetween the Hindus and Moslems, 
failed to secure the acceptance of 
the Sikhs, All parties,” however, 
recognise the valuable opportun- 
ity for settling problems which 
the Conference offers, and the 
British Press confidently awaits 
further and more favourable de- 
velopments. .

Moslem Statement. 

Pending consideration of their 
new offer made at yesterday's 
meeting of the .minorities Sub- 
Committee, the Moslem delegates 
refrained from comment on the 
ruggestion for submitting the 
communa] question to arbitration, 
advanced yesterday by some lead- 
ing Hindu delegates, As the 
Moslem offer was not accepted, 
however, they have authorised the 
following statement:— ' 

“It has been’ suggested that 
certain persons should be asked | 
to arbitrate on the Hindu-Moslem 
question. The Mohammedan dele- 
gation considers this course would 
be unconstitutional, as the appro- 
priate and only body which can 
decide the question, saving agrec- 
ment hetween the two parties, is 
the British Parliamertt.” 

Reports of its various sub-Com- 
mittees were presented this morn- 
ing to the Indid Round Table Con- 
ference, sitting in committee 
under the Chairmanship of the 
Prime Minister—British Wireless 
Service.
